the 
chief city of the province of Sechuen, 
states that the natives in the eastern 
part of that province and those of north­ 
ern Cochin, China, have risen against 
Hie Christians and are m assacrin g them 
and destroying their property. 
T his act­ 
ive persecution is attributed to the im ­ 
prudence of the English and American 
missionaries. 
In Cochin, China, alone 
fifty Christians have been killed, houses 
burned and farms destroyed. 
In Sech- 
uen a general massacre of Christians 
reported in progress and they are killed 
wherever found. 
It is said that the 
whole villages occupied by Christians 
have been destroyed, and that ail lands 
occupied by professors of that faith are 
being devastated. 
The apostolic vicar’s 
residence in Seedmen was burned to the 
ground. 
N ot a; piece of furniture, book 
nor paper was'slaved. 
The foreign con­ 
suls barely escaped from Sechuen w ith 
their lives. 


T h o N orth w estern Indian C o m ­ 
m is s io n . 
L e e c h L a k e, Special, Sept. I —The 
N orthwestern Indian commission arriv­ 
ed at Leech Lake agency, via Brainerd, 
late Saturday night. 
Tile Indians are

The commissioners passed several camps 
of Indians on the way up, and com m uni­ 
cated the object of I heir visit to them. 
They informed the 
com m issioner that

Tile Indians now in appear to 
be quite w ell-disposed, although their 
patience lias been sorely tried by the de­ 
lay in settling with them for the damages 
resulting from the construction of the 
governm ent dams and reservoirs, which 
have overflown m uch of their 
land.

W hile I had no vote and no 
• 
A rc-ponsibility as to to the success 
or defeat of any measure, it is well 
known that I exerted myself, both dur* 
i. *■ the session and for months in ad­ 
vance. to secure action that would afford 
relief to the farm ers—especially to se­ 
cure an open market and the right of 
any person to ship grain from any ware­ 
house or wagon to any point 
To secure that result, and others of 
intctest to farmers, I made many visits 
to railroad officers, with whom I am 
pleased to be acquainted, as I am with 
other equally 
prominent 
men. 
The 
principal political experience I have had 
with railroad men has been to receive 
their opposition. T he strongest opposi­ 
tion I have received, or expect to receive, 
in this cam paign com es from railroad 
men and an intimate associate of theirs, 
who gets closer to them than any other 
man can get. 
And those parlies are re­ 
sponsible principally, for the circulation 
among the farmers of the falsehood that 
I am In any v ay connected with railroad 
men. 
It is true I have been connected 
with several local companies organized 
with a view of securing the construction 
of railroads of interest to my locality. 
Regarding the question of labor, I

WE DEMAND FAIR PLAY. 
St. Cloud, Aug. 27th 1886. 
W e, the undersigned, protest against 
the grave insinuations contained in a re­ 
cent issue of the St. Cloud “T im es”—by 
special request. 
Father Vaudry and his friends, i. e. 
all the C atholics of Brainerd, are insol­ 
ently accused by the “T im es'’ of “an ev ­ 
ident desire to appear in print,” when 
they simply refute, in self-defense, the 
public calum nies of professional black­ 
mailers. 
The sworn statem ents of three priests 
and the solem n assertion of a fourth are 
set down as mere contem ptible trifles 
that “ prove nothing.” 
In short, the Pastor of Brainerd, the 
entire Catholic com m unity of that city 
and five priests who never m et nor spoke 
to the editor of the “ T im es,” arc coolly 
and gratuitously insulted by that jour­ 
nal.

ther Vaudry the guilty man the “T im es”

leaving the 
country at once? 
W hat w ould prevent 
him from accepting the $500 “arrange­ 
m ent” proffered by the Turgcons? 
The fact is that w hilst Eather Vaudry 
is engaged in a straggle 
for life, his 
would-be assassins are doing their u t­ 
most to drown him in a flood of filth of 
their own m aking, in the 
hopes that 
they shall thereby force hint to desert 
his post—as they arc evidently afraid to 
w ait till Father Vaudry has the oppor­ 
tunity to prove his innocence before a 
com petent tribunal.

H o w O u r C o n tin e n t G re w . 
From the Industrial World. 
The opinion was expressed by an 
eminent American scientist, in a re­ 
cent lecture, th a t the North American 
continent had the beginning of its for­ 
m ation in islands of m atter rising out 
of the immense ocean, which grew un­ 
til they finally touched each other. 
Many of these islands were volcanoes 
th a t threw up m atter th a t had formed 
below the surface of the xvater, and 
were larger below the water than 
above it. The Hawaiian Islands have 
had m any volcanoes, and were much 
formed by them. Their whole area 
above tho sea is no more than th a t of 
the State of Massachusetts, but their 
combined bases must be equal to the 
whole of New England and N xv York 
united. Thus the original islands of 
the American continent could easily 
have been made to enlarge and join 
each other, and the granite rock so 
abu nd an t wa* doubtless once erupted 
from volcanoes, 
like flowing lava. 
Among the first volcanic islands must 
have been Greenland, Canada, east of 
Winnipeg, the Atlantic district, the 
Rocky Mountains and the Sierra Ne­ 
vada; but as the islands rose and en­ 
larged, great depressions would n a tu r­ 
ally commence and go on, and in this 
xvay the depressions of H udson’s Bay, 
the Mississippi Valley and the Salt 
Lake and Nevada basin xvas formed. 
These depressions would fill with m as­ 
sive sediments, which would eventual­ 
ly become rocks, and the depressions 
would have a saucer or platter shape.

A LIFE-LINE GON. 


An Instrum ent to Be I'sed In C u e of Fires 
;ln Very Tall Holdings. 
A crowd of men and a much larger 
crowd of cver-curiou8 small boys, J e ­ 
ered at tho corner of Ninctv-seventk 
street and Ninth avenue the other after­ 
noon, where the Croton Water High 
Service building supports a tower that 
rises one hundred and ninety feet 
toward the stars. 
Among the specta­ 
tors were Hugh Bonner, assistant chief 
of the fire department; Colonel Justin, 
secretary of the fire board: I>r. Edson, 
Lieutenant Zalinski and Wallace A 
Bartlett. 
Mr. Bartlett was there to 
exhibit his new fire grenade escape and 
life-line grin. 
The gun looks like a double-barreled 
ten-foot telescope resting on a tripod. 
T he two long cylinders of brass are 
covered with a 
plating of ash and 
w alnut strips, which sw ing on a pivotal 
axis. 
One of the 
cylinders 
is an 
air 
cham ber, 
and 
is 
connected 
with 
a 
reservoir 
of 
compressed 
air by a rubber pipe; the other is 
a rifled barrel, into which projectiles 
are placed and then tired by the simple 
m ovem ent of a lever. 
The object of 
the exhibition was to test the accuracy 
of the invention. 
A wooden platform 
in front of the gun was covered with 
coils of rope, and one of these would 
be attached to a projectile of wood, 
which would then be inserted in the 
gun. and in a m om ent would be soar­ 
ing upw ard like an attenuated sky­ 
rocket. 
In a short tim e the tall tow er 
was invested with a mass of dangling 
ropes. 
Sir. Bartlett Him essayed to lasso the 
lightning rod some two hundred feet 
fit X >ve him. 
Ho succeeded am id g reat 
applause. 
Then he threw ropes over 
the four corners of the battlements and 
offered to hoi-t a man up to the top, 
hut no one seemed disposed to accept. 
Tile lines had Is‘en tired under a pres­ 
sure of one hundred jim! thirty pounds. 
rl he fire department officials were 
enthusiastic and pronounced the inven­ 
tion the best that had ever been pro­ 
duced. 
Mr. Bartlett then put in paste­ 
board projeetilfs filial with -and and 
sawdust, and with a pressure of thirty 
pounds shot all around the corners of 
the tower, and with fifty pounds pres­ 
sure sent the projectiles on a level over 
a block with amating accuracy. 
The 
great trouble heretofore in reaching a 
fire in the upper stories has been th a t 
the streams from the engines fail to 
break plate gla>s above the fourth 
story. 
With a projectile of wood 
loaded with lead the Bartlett gun can 
break even shutters at any height, and 
thus permit the streams of water to 
enter. 
The life line can be thrown 
into any particular window on the 
ninth floor, and the unfortunate occu­ 
pant can then be safely lowered to the 
ground. 
At present the system em­ 
ployed consists of a fishing line fired 
from a musket, and afterward a rope 
is attached to the line, but this process 
in 
>low that many lives have been 
lost before the second tojkj could be 
pulled up. 
The Bartlett gun fires tho 
heavy rope at once into the window. 
A further m odification in the use of 
the gun is a projector of grenade*. 
These grenades arc glass projectile* 
holding a gallon of extinguishing fluid 
and forty of them are carried wiSi the 
gun and they can lie discharged at the 
rate of seven per m inute. 
W hile Mr. 
B artlett does not claim th at large con­ 
flagrations can be extinguished by this 
m eans he is confident th at an incipient 
fire in an attic or upper story of a high 
building can be successfully controlled 
with the highly concentrated chem icals. 
The accuracy of the gun, however, is 
its strongest point. It shoots as straig h t 
as a rifle, and the telescopic sight on 
the gun barrel enables any one. with a 
little practice, to become an expert. 
A letter was received from officers of 
the Boston m ilitia, asking if dynam ite 
could also be tired from the gun. 
Mr. 
B artlett replied that four pounds of 
dynam ite could bo safely fired from a 
distance of three blocks, thereby m ak­ 
ing a terrible weapon against m obs.— 
A’. T. Times.

i i Ootiidfr i Opinion 
The editor of the bt, Paul Labor Echo 
visited Brainerd last week and in his 
baturday’s issue he speaks of un as fol­ 
lows: 
Brainerd has a population of about 
5,OW live, 
energetic 
citizens; every 
branch of business is well represented, 
and the people arc enjoying a fair de­ 
gree of prosperity. 
But her buildings 
ould accommodate nearly twice the 
population; the city, like many others of 
the west,are too far ahead of the surround­ 
ing country and must now wait until the 
town has grown up to it. 
Brainerd is 
in every sense a railroad town. it is the 
end of three divisions of the Northern 
Pacific and it is here that the large 
shops of that road arc located. At pres­ 
ent about 450 mechanics are employed in 
the shops, which have a capacity for 
employing over 1,000. The shops cover 
an extended area of ground, and are 
large and substantial structures, being 
greatly improved over the wooden build­ 
ings burned a short time ago. About 
all the resident machinsis are employed, 
but there is no demand for outside help 
at present. The addition to the shops 
which has lust been completed is now 
being supplied with machinery, which 
will soon be in place, after which extra 
men will goon. It is thought the num­ 
ber required will be returned to Brainerd 
from the Como shope at bt. Paul, which 
will leave a number of vacancies at that 
point. 
The foundry attached to the 
shops is run by a private firm who do all 
the N. P. company’s work. It employs 
about 21 molders and about the same 
number of helpers and unskilled work­ 
men. One large saw mill is in operation 
near the city and others are contemplat­ 
ed. The N. P. road treats its men fairly 
and justly; it pays as high, if not higher, 
wages than any other company in the 
northwest, and freely extends personal 
courtesies to all its workmen, such as 
free pases over its road to other points, 
etc. The master mechanic, superinten­ 
dent and department foreman in the 
shops are highly spoken of bv all em­ 
ployes, and so far as we have been able 
to learn there is nothing but the best of 
feeling on all sides. A cause of much 
gratification to the E c h o man was tha 
complimentary manner in which the 
shop foreman spoke of the force of men 
in their employ, and we thought of the 
contrast between the existing state of af­ 
fairs in these mammoth shops and those 
in 
similar institutions much nearer 
home. To illustrate more fully the con­ 
sideration given its employes by the com­ 
pany, a few daya since a member of the 
Knights of Labor employed as a tinner 
in the shops died, and a committee wait­ 
ed upon the roaster machanic requesting 
him to close the shops in order that the 
employes might attend the funeral of 
their late brother workman. The re­ 
quest was complied with and the funer­ 
al procession was the largest ever wit­ 
nessed in the town. How many of the 
shops in St. Paul or 3Iinneapoiis would 
have complied with a request of this 
kind? The Minnesota Protective Asso­ 
ciation has a flourishing assembly here 
with a membership of SGO. The Knights 
will start a co-operative grocery store 
here in a short time, a sufficient amount 
of capital being already subscribed. The 
engineer and fireman have each a flour­ 
ishing lodge 
of their Brotherhood. 
Brainerd has two good weekly papers, 
the D is p a tc h and Journal, both of which 
treat the labor question fairly. To the 
D is p a tc h editors, in particular, we are 
indebted to many courtesies extended. 
T h e E c h o will make weekly visits to 
many of the Brainerd workmen in the 
future, and our readers will be regularly 
informed of the labor doings of that 
busy centre hereafter.

This 
delegation is favorable to.Juneau byLuna 
for the legislature. Thereat’ busings* of 
the meeting was the eleetien of a Ward 
committee for the ensuing . year and 
Wm. Paine, 8. H. Heard and Jas- Gard­ 
ner were chosen aa such, committee and 
the meeting adjourned. - 
The caucus in the Second ward was 
not so harmonious. 
The polling place 
was at F. A. B. King’s coal office, a 
small room capable of holding a dozen or 
fifteen men and as a lively shower had 
set in the room was soon filled up leav­ 
ing probably a hundred men “out in the 
wet”as it were. 
The meeting was called 
to order by J. B. Doughlas, who stated 
the objects of the caucus, and a motion 
was made to adjourn to the Villard hotel 
but the shop boys proposed to stay there 
and transact the business as the meeting 
had been called for that particular place 
and a division resulted in sixteen for 
adjournment and 63 for staying. J. M. 
Hayes and D. Simons were elected tell­ 
ers. The election of a chairman was 
then in order, Fred Rice and J. J. How# 
being the nominees. There was consid­ 
erable kicking done during these pro­ 
ceedings, and to csp the climax J. M. 
Hayes, one of the tellers, arose and an­ 
nounced that in the interest of decency 
and fair play he wanted to state that two 
piles of tickets had been handed in in a 
bunch with the name of J. J. Howe 
written on them, and he did not propose 
to act if such proceedings wore to be tol­ 
erated. As the rain had not abated tim 
chairman of the Ward committee an­ 
nounced that the meeting would ad­ 
journ to the Yiliard hotel.

CHIEF KEOKUK. 


me Ste VSmoaa W k lV R * 
rloc by On* Whw Ha4 M R M r. 
There is much interest just now 
Moored in the old Indian chief Keo 
kuk, by hie oil portrait which ie to be 
presented to the State. Learnfoj^tlM* 
Captain F. R. West, of Dee Moines, 
could give some personal recollections 
of the great chief, a reporter called on 
him with a view to getting the fdhta. 
His story dealt with Keokuk’s trip' to 
Washington nearly half a century ago, 
and was as follows: 
In the year 1837 I was rtranicljg a 
packet boat on the line between Pitts­ 
burgh and Philadelphia or rather 
from Pittsburgh to the fool of the iuoOn- 
tains on the west side at Johnstown. 
The canal line outran this far, the rest 
of the route being a railroad. This 
was the only ny stem of travel to the 
West at that ame, except by stage 
coach. 
Colonel Street—or he might 
have been Major—of the United States 
army, with a retinue of soldiers and a 
few ladies, came to Pittsburgh in tbs 
month of August, I think it wan. 
I 
only 
judge 
that it was August 
because 
of 
the 
season, 
which 
was very dry and beautiful. 
He iliad 
with him a hand of Indian chiefs Hid 
young men, taking them to Washmg- 
4on. 
It was a number of Sacs, or Sacs 
and Foxes, I am not able to say which. 
There were thirty-nine of them, and 
certainly there would not have been so 
many if they were from one tribe. The 
chief Keokuk was with the number, I 
distinctly recollect. The line of boats 
consisted of four packets plying baek 
and forth. They were elegant boats, 
constructed for passenger traffic, and 
as they carried very many fine, people 
from the East the Captains were partic­ 
ular to keep them clean and nice. The 
three boats besides my own had each 
come into Pittsburgh and gone out 
again, but had refused to take the In­ 
dians on the journey east. Thor all were 
afraid the Indians would dirty the boat or 
injure the custom by their presence. 
The hotel keeper where they stopped 
in Pittsburgh told the officers that they 
could get passage when Captain West 
came, for ne never said no to any one. 
So when I landed in Pittsburgh Colonel 
Street came on Urord at once and in­ 
sisted on my taking the Indians East. 
I saw the situation they were in, and 
finally agreed to take them. 
I gave 
the officers cabins, of course, but would 
not agree to make berths for the In­ 
dians. 
Neither did I make any agree­ 
ment as to the price to be paid. 
When 
I got through an officer brought me a 
blank bill, whieh I filled out for my 
charges. 
The Colonel said for me to 
just doable the amount of the bill; it 


w m not enough. 
I was astonished 
when I was paid in silver coin. 
When 
I took the Indianson board I was told to 
put the betiding away aa they would 
not know how to use it, and prepare 
their table without table-cloth or uten­ 
sils, except to contain the food. Their 
greed was great, and every thing they 
liked they would e.at all of it, the first 
one that got it 
When the table was 
first set a castor was left. 
One young 
Indian in his |rteed filled his mouth 
with mustard. He lost no time in get­ 
ting outside in an effort to empty his 
mouth. But they had a good time. 
The weath#T was fine, and they sat on 
deck and played some gambling game 
all the time, and no one of them ever 
refused liquor. 
They would pound 
upon their little drum and dance and 
whoop, and the people along the line 
came out and gized in astonishment. 
We dared not stop at places, for the 
people would get aboard the boat and 
impede progress. These Indians were 
fine-looking 
fellows, 
and 
were 
superbly decorated in 
rennin** In­ 
dian style. 
They had feathers rn 
their hair, and their leggings and 
every thing atwrot their costume* was 
very beautiful. 
One little black old 
Indian 
he must have been a hundred 
rear** old had a little bell fastened to 
liis leg. 
He lo-d this on the boat and 
could not I*** made leave the boat until 
it wa* found. 
We were delaved until 
all hands had turned out arni hunted 
high and low until the bell was found. 
The ears, w hic h they next took, was so 
strange to them and made so much 
Doise that they could hardly be kept 
on the train. 
When I came baek to 
Pittsburgh I found another delegation 
of Indians waiting, and I took them. 
These were Foxes, I think. 
The fam­ 
ous chief Poweshiek was with one of 
the tribes. Blaek Hawk and Appanoose 
were also of the party. 
I remember 
Appanooec well because I thought it 
was such a pretty name the way he 
himself pronounced it. 
In three or 
four weeks the first party came back. 
They waited at Johnstown for me. and 
I arrived there in the middle of the 
Slay. 
The Indians all rushed up to me 
and were glad to see me. 
Each one of 
them precented me with his picture, a 
small photographic likeness they had 
gotten. 
They showed their medals 
with whieh they had been presented— 
large silver medals with the profile of 
President Van Buren. 
I remember 
Chief Keokuk. 
He wa* a large man, 
above the average, and a tine-looking 
Indian. Going up through the moun­ 
tains on 
the Conemaugh river wa 
came to 
a 
narrow 
gorge 
where 
the 
channel 
was 
very 
narrow 
and the mountains rose on either side 
lo an immense height. 
It w m im 
the evening, and the ray* of the sel­ 
ling sun upon the mountain tops made 
a scene of rare beauty. 
Before this 
grandeur and awe-inspiring scene the 
chief, Keokuk, came upon the deck 
and gathered his followers around him. 
They had evidently never before seen 
such a sight, and they were hushed to 
silence as the great Indian spoke of the 
mountains, 
lie performed some sort 
of religious ceremony, impressive and 
grand. 
It seemed to me as though he 
wa* praying. 
I have often thought of 
that wonderful man standing up in the 
midst of his men. and the way they 
sprang up around him and listened 
I never before particularly admired aa 
Indian, but when I saw that man's ges­ 
tures and heard hie voice I w m tilled 
with admiration. 
I could tell by his 
gestures and his looks that there wm 
an eloquence about it that I never ex­ 
pected from these wild men. 
I kept 
these pictures of the Indians many 
▼ears, and may find them about the 
house yet. 
I bad not thought of them 
Aor many, many years, for it is now 


pearly fifty years ago, until I saw an 
article in the paper mentioning tho, 
jtrip the Indians took East in 1837. 
Ii 
brought to mind my trip, and I re­ 
member Keokuk well. The object of 
their visit was for treaty purposes, as 
I understood it, and they came baek 
delighted. 
I saw in the paper that 
some one had also found a picture of 
Keokuk. 
I may yet find the one pre­ 
sented to me. — Iowa ti tate Register.

Chableston, S. C., Hept 1.—An earth­ 
quake, such as has never before been known 
in the history of this city, swept over Charles­ 
ton last nigh shortly after 10 o’clock, caus­ 
ing; more loss and injury to property and far 
more loss of life than the cyclone of a year 
before. 
The city is wrecked, the streets ure 
encumbered with masses of fallen bricks 
and tangled telegraph and telephone wires, 
and up to an early hour it was almost im­ 
possible to pass from one part of the city to 
another. 
The first shock was by far the 
most severe. 
Most of the people, with 
their families, passed the night in the 
streets, which this morning were crowded 
with people afraid to re-enter their homes.

Sch ools of t lie O blen T im e s . 


According to the local histories, th« 
Long Island schoolhouse of the olden 
time was the least pretentious of ;ni> 
! buildings, says the New York Mail and 
Express. 
No ornam entations of any 
kind seemed to have occurred to the 
| old settlers in the erection of churches 
: and sciioolhouses. 
Yet around them 
i cling many pleasant and happy mem- 
i ories. 
The schoolhouses were not 
j painted inside or out, nor were the 
! walls or ceilings plastered, 
flic wood 
for fuel was supplied in a loose way. 
i each scholar being required to brini 
his share of wood every day, and the 
I rooms were cleaned by the scholars. 
In those days children were taught to 
show the greatest deference and re­ 
spect for their teachers. In the acade­ 
my of Jam aica, in 171*2, it was in the 
bylaws th at when a tutor or any gen­ 
tleman comes in or goes out of the 
schoolroom, every Scholar should rise 
up with a respectful bow. 
There was 
generally but one book—a reader. The 
teachers only had an arithm etic, call­ 
ed the 
schoolm aster’s assistant. 
In 
those days grammer was not taught 
intelligently, for the m aster did not 
understand it himself. 
He set the pu­ 
pils at 
memorizing 
the words all 
through the book. 
The schoolroom 
was only supplied with long, low pine 
desks, and oaken benches without 
backs were the scholars’ seats. 
The 
teacher bad a high oaken stool, and 
kept a hickory whip by his side, which 
he used unmercifully when occasion 
required. 
Steel pens, ruled paper and 
ready made writing books had not 
been thought of. 
Gne hundred years 
ago the schoolm asters were perm a­ 
nent , and, next to The minister of the 
gospel, were the m ost im portant men 
in the community 
They frequently 
heli ied the ministers in their official 
duties. 
Some teachers held the same 
position ior BO years 
The salary was 
small, a tax on property covering all 
school expenses.

Many of these islands were volcanoes 
th at threw up m atter th at had formed 
below the surface of the water, and 
were larger below the water than 
above it. 
The Hawaiian Islands have 
had many volcanoes, and were much 
formed by them . Their whole area 
above tho sea is no more than th at of 
the State of M assachusetts, but their 
combined bases must bo equal to the 
whole of New England and N vv York 
united. 
Thus the original islands of 
the American continent could easily 
have been made to enlarge and join 
each other, and the granite rock so 
abundant wai doubtless once erupted 
from 
volcanoes, 
like flowing lava. 
Among the first volcanic islands must 
have been Greenland, Canada, east of 
Winnipeg, the Atlantic district, the 
Ko?ky Mountains and the Sierra Ne­ 
vada; but as the islands rose and en­ 
larged, great depressions would n atu r­ 
ally commence and go on, and in this 
way the depressions of Hudson’s Bay, 
the Mississippi Valley and the Salt 
Lake aud Nevada basin was formed. 
These depressions would fill with ma»- 
sivw sediments, which would eventual­ 
ly become rocks, and the depressions 
would have a saucer or platter shape.

LIFE-LINE 
GUN. 


An In stru m en t to Be T .cd in C u e of Fires 
lln Very Tail Buidings. 
A crowd of men and a much larger 
crowd of cver-curious sm all boys, gath­ 
ered at the corner of Ninety-seventh 


6trcct and Ninth avenue the other after­ 
noon, where the Croton W ater High 
Service building supports a tow er that 
rises one hundred 
and ninety feet 
tow ard the stars. 
Among the specta­ 
tors were Hugh Bonner, assistant chief 
of the fire departm ent; Colonel Justin, 
secretary of the fire board; IJr. Kdson, 
Lieutenant Zalinski and W allace A 
Bartlett. 
Mr. B artlett was there to 
exhibit his new fire grenade escape and 
life-line gun. 
The gun looks like a double-barreled 
ten-foot telescope resting on a tripod. 
The two long cylinders of brass are 
covered with a 
plating of ash and 
walnut strips, which swing on a pivotal 
axis. 
One of the 
cylinders 
is 
an 
air 
cham ber, 
and 
is 
connected 
with 
a 
reservoir 
of 
compressed 
air by a rubber pijx?; the other is 
a rifled barrel, into which projectiles 
arc placed and then fired by the simple 
movement of a lever. 
The object of 
the exhibition was to test the accuracy 
of the invention. 
A wooden platform 
in front of the gun was covered with 
coils of rope, and one of these would 
be attached to a projectile of wood, 
which would then be inserted in the 
gun, and in a m oment would be soar­ 
ing upward like an attenuated sky­ 
rocket. 
In a short time the tall tower 
was invested with a mass of dangling 
ropes. 
Mr. B artlett first essayed to lasso the 
lightning rod some two hundred feet 
above him. 
Ho succeeded amid great 
applau>e. 
Then ho threw ropes over 
the four corners of the battlem ents and 
offered to hoist a man up to the top, 
but 110 one seemed d is p o s e d to accept. 
The lines had been tired under a p r e s ­ 
s u r e of one hundred and thirty pounds. 
The lire departm ent officials were 
enthusiastic and pronounced the inven­ 
tion the la st that had ever !>een pro­ 
duced. 
Mr. Bartlett then put in paste­ 
board projectiles filled with sand and 
sawdust, and with a pressure of thirty 
pounds shot all around the corners of 
the tower, and with fifty pounds pres­ 
sure sent the projectiles 011 a level over 
a block with am azing accuracy. 
The 
great trouble heretofore in reaching a 
Ere in the upper stories has been that 
the stream s from the engines fail to 
break plate glass above the fourth 
story. 
W ith a projectile 
of 
wood 
loaded w ith lead the B artlett gun can 
break even shutters at any height, and 
thus perm it the stream s of w ater to 
enter. 
The life line can be thrown 
into any particular window on the 
ninth floor, and the unfortunate occu­ 
pant can then be safely lowered to the 
ground. 
At present the system em­ 
ployed consists of a fishing line fired 
from a m usket, and afterward a rope 
is attached to the line, but this process 
is so dow that many lives have been 
lost liefore the second rojic could be 
pulled up. 
The B artlett gun fires the 
heavy rope at once into the window. 
A further modification in the use of 
the gun is a projector of grenades. 
These grenades are glass pro jot* tile* 
holding a gallon of extinguishing fluid 
and forty of them are carried with the 
gun and they can l>c discharged at the 
rate of seven per minute. 
W hile Mr. 
B artlett does not claim that large con­ 
flagrations can lie extinguished by this 
means he is confident that an incipient 
fire in an attic or upper story of a high 
building can be successfully* control!*^ 
with the highly concentrated chemicals. 
The accuracy of the gun, however, is 
its strongest point. It shoots as straight 
as a rifle, and the telescopic sight on 
the gun barrel enables anv one, with a 
little practice, to become an expert. 
A letter was received from officers of 
the Boston m ilitia, asking if dynam ite 
could also be fired from the gun. 
Mr. 
B artlett replied that four pounds of 
dynamite could be safely fired from a 
distance of three blocks,* thereby m ak­ 
ing a terrible weapon against mobs.— 
S. F. Times.

In Ootiidrr'i Opinion 


The editor of the St, Paul Labor Echo 
visited Brainerd last week and in bis 
Saturday’s issue he speaks of us a s fol­ 
lows: 
Brainerd has a population of about 
8,0n0 live, 
energetic 
citizens; every 
branch of business is well represented, 
and the people arc cnjoyiDg a fair de­ 
gree of prosperity. 
But her buildings 
would accommodate nearly twice the 
population; the city, like many others of 
the west,are too far aheadof the surround­ 
ing country and must now wait until the 
town has grown up to it. 
Brainerd is 
in every sense a railroad town, 
it is the 
end of three divisions of the Northern 
Pacific and it is here Ik at the large 
shops of that road arc located. 
At pres­ 
ent about 450 mechanics are employed in 
the shops, which have a capacity for 
employing over 1,000. 
The shops cover 
an extended area of ground, and are 
large and substantial structures, being 
greatly improved over the wooden build­ 
ings burned a short time ago. 
About 
all the resident machinsts are employed, 
but there is no demand for outside help 
at present. 
The addition to the shops 
which has just been completed is new 
being supplied with machinery, which 
will soon be in place, after which extra 
man will goon. 
It is thought the num ­ 
ber required will be returned to Brainerd 
from the Como shops at St. Paul, which 
will leave a number of vacancies at that 
point. 
The foundry attached to the 
shops is run by a private firm who do all 
the N. P. company’s work. 
It employs 
about 21 molders and about the same 
number of helpers and unskilled w ork­ 
men. 
One large saw mill is in operation 
near the city and others are contem plat­ 
ed. 
The N. P. road treats its men fairly 
and justly; it pays as high, if not higher, 
wages than any other company in the 
northwest, and freely extends personal 
courtesies to all its workmen, such as 
free paaes over its road to other points, 
etc. 
The master mechanic, superinten­ 
dent and department foreman in the 
shops are highly spoken of bv all em ­ 
ployes, and so far as we have been able 
to learn there is nothing but the best of 
feeling on all sides. 
A cause of much 
gratification to the Echo man was th« 
complimentary manner in which the 
shop foreman spoke of the force of men 
in their employ, and we thought of the 
contrast between the existing state of af­ 
fairs in these mammoth shops and those 
in 
similar institutions much nearer 
home. 
To illustrate more fully the con­ 
sideration given its employes by the com­ 
pany, a few daya since a member of the 
Knights of Labor employed as a tinner 
in the shops died, and a committee w ait­ 
ed upon the m aster machanic requesting 
him to close the shops in order that the 
employes might attend the funeral of 
their late brother workman. 
The re­ 
quest was complied with and the funer­ 
al procession was the largest ever w it­ 
nessed in the town. 
How many of tlie 
shops in St. Paul or Minneapolis would 
have complied w ith a request of this 
kind? The Minnesota Protective Asso­ 
ciation has a flourishing assembly here 
with a membership of 5C0. The Knights 
will start a co-operative grocery store 
here m a short time, a sufficient amount 
of capital being already subscribed. The 
engineer and fireman have each a flour­ 
ishing 
lodge 
of 
their 
Brotherhood. 
Brainerd has two good weekly papers, 
the DisrATcn and Journal, both of which 
treat the labor question fairly. 
To the 
DisrATCH editors, in particular, we are 
indebted to many courtesies extended. 
T h e Echo will make weekly visits to 
many of the Brainerd workmen in the 
future, and our readers will be regularly 
informed of the labor doings of that 
busy centre hereafter.

Rice took the chair, and on motion ap­ 
pointed Geo Nesbit, J. W . Bame and 
J. W. Dennis as tellers. 
O. H. Hubbard 
was elected secretary, and the meeting 
proceeded to the election of delegates to 
the county convention. The names of 
W. A. Smith, Frank Schmeltz, Jan.'* 
Meagher, W. E. Seelye, W alter Davis 
and John Dcnns, favorable to Leon E. 
Lum, were presented, and on counting 
the vote it was found that the 46 ballots 
cast were all for these delegates and 
they were declared elocted. 
The chair­ 
man was then authorized to appoint a 
W ard committee for the ensuing year 
which he will do and report hereafter. 
The caucus then adjourned. 
In announcing the result of the ballot, 
the chairman said: “ Forty-six votes fir 
Mr. Lurn and none for Mr. Hartley ” 
Mr. Hartley being present, took the re­ 
mark as an iosult, and after the major 
portion of the crowd dispersed he called 
on the republican voters of the 2d wa.d 
to come with him into tho writing-room, 
where a side caucus was held and dele­ 
gates elected to the convention next Mon­ 
day in opj»osition to those elected by the 
caucus which had just adjourned.

KEOKUK. 


B cm in teetm ees o fU M h m o t i l a t e W ar­ 
rior by O ne W h o H ad M ai I t a . 
There is much interest just now 
aroused in the old Indian chief Keo­ 
kuk, by his oil portrait which is to he 
presented to the State. 
Learning that 
Captain F. R. West, of Dea Moines, 
could give some personal recollections 
of the great chief, a reporter called on 
him with a view to getting the fafcta. 
His story dealt with Keokuk’s trip to 
Washington nearly half a century ago, 
and was as follows: 
In the year 1837 I was runnifljf a 
packet boat on the line between Pitts­ 
burgh and Philadelphia 
or 
rather 
from Pittsburgh to the fool of the moun­ 
tains on the west side at Johnstown. 
The canal line outran this far, the root 
of the route being a railroad. 
This 
was the only system of travel to the 
West at that Im e, except by sts^pn- 
eoach. 
Colonel Street—or he might 
have been Major—of the United States 
army, with a retinue of soldiers and a 
few 'ladies, came to Pittsburgh in tho 
month of August, I think it van. 
I 
only 
judge 
that 
it 
was 
August 
because 
of 
the 
season, 
witeh 
was very dry and beautiful. 
He had 
with him a hand of Indian chiefs and 
yonng men, taking them to Washing 
*4on. 
It was a number of S ace, or S m s 
and Foxes, I am not able to say which. 
There were thirty-nine of them, and 
eertainly there would not have been so 
many if they were from one tribe. The 
chief Keokuk was with the number, I 
distinctly recollect. 
The line of boats 
consisted of four packet* plying back 
and forth. 
They wen* elegant boats, 
construeud for passenger traffic, and 
as they carried very many fine people 
from th«* East the Captains were partic­ 
ular to keep them clean and nice. 
Tb« 
three boat* tiesiden my own had each 
eomc into Pittsburgh and gone out 
again, but had refused to take the In­ 
dians on the journey east. Thev all were 
afraid the Indians would dirty the boat or 
injure the custom by their present*©. 
The hotel keeper where they stopped 
m Pittsburgh told the officers that they 
could get passage when Captain West 
came, for he never said no to any one. 
So when I landed in Pittsburgh Colonel 
Street came on board at otire and in­ 
sisted on rnv taking the Indians East. 
I saw the situation they were in, and 
finally agreed to take them. 
I gava 
the officers cabins, of course, but would 
not agree to make berths for the In­ 
dians. 
Neither did I make any agree­ 
ment as to the price bo be paid. 
When 
I got through an officer brought me a 
blank bill, which I filled out for my 
charges. 
The Colonel ssud for me to 
just double the amount of the bill; it

when I was paid in silver coin. 
When 
I took the Indian*on board I was told to 
put the bedding away as they would 
not know how to use it, and prepare 
their table without table-cloth or oterv- 
siis, except to contain the food. 
Their 
greed wa* great, and every thing they 
liked they would eat all of it, the first 
one that got it. 
When the table wa* 
first art a castor was left. 
One young 
Indian in his greed filled hi* mouth 
with m ustard. 
He lost no time in get­ 
ting outside in an effort to empty hi* 
mouth. 
But they had a good time. 
The weather wa* fine, and they sat on 
deck and played some gam bling game 
all the time, and no one of them ever 
refused liquor. 
They would pound 
upon their little drum and dance and 
whoop, and the people along the line 
ram e out and gized in astonishment. 
W e dared not stop at place*, for the 
people would get aboard the boat and 
impede progress. 
These Indian* were 
fine-looking 
fellows, 
and 
were 
superbly 
decorated 
in 
genuine In­ 
dian style. 
They 
had 
feather* 
hi 
their 
hair, and their 
legging* 
and 
•very thing at>out their costumes was 
very beautiful. 
One little black old 
Indian 
he must have been a hnndred 
vears old 
had a little bell fastened to 
kis leg. 
He lo.t this on the boat and 
could not I** made leave the boat until 
it was found. 
We were delaved until 
all hands had turned out and hunted 
high and low until the bell was found. 
The ear**, which they next took, was no 
strange to them and made so much 
noise that they could hardly be kepi 
on the train. 
When I came back to 
Pittsburgh I found another delegation 
of Indians waiting, and I took them. 
These wer»* Foxes, I think. 
The fam- 
oii> chief Poweshiek was with one of 
the tribes. Black Hawk and App»n*>ose 
were also of the party. 
I remember 
Appanooee well because I thought it 
was such a pretty name the way he 
him self pronounced it. 
In three or 
four weeks the first party came back. 
T%ey waited at Johnstow n for me. and 
] arrived there in the middle of the 
Slav. 
The Indian* all rushed up to me 
in>l were gLad to see me. 
Each on« of 
them presented me with his picture, a 
•m all photographic likeness th*y had 
gotten. 
They nbowod their medals 
with which they had b<*en presented— 
large silver medal* with the profile of 
President Van Boren. 
I remember 
Chief Keokuk. 
He wa* a large man, 
above the average, and a tine-looking 
Indian. 
Going up thr»mgh the moun­ 
tain* on 
the 
Conemaugh river ws 
came 
to 
a 
narrow 
gorge 
where 
the 
channel 
was 
very 
narrow 
and the mountains roee on either side 
lo an immense height. 
It was in 
the evening, and the ray* of the set­ 
ting sun upon the m ountain tops made 
a scene of rare beawty. 
Before this 
grandeur and awe-inspiring scene the 
chief. Keokuk, came upon the deck 
and gathered his follower* around him. 
They had evidentlr never before xcen 
such a sight, and tliey were hushed to 
silence as the great Indian spoke of the 
m ountains. 
He performed some sort 
of religion* ceremony, impreasive and 
grand. 
It seemed to me a* though he 
wa« praying. 
I have often thought of 
that wonderful man standing up m the 
midst of his men, and the way they 
sprang up around him and listened. 
I never before particularly adm ired aa 
Indian, but when I saw that m an’s ges­ 
tures and heard his voice I waa tilled 
with admiration. 
I could tell by his 
gestures and his looks that there waa 
an eloquence about it that I never ex­ 
pected from these wild men. 
I kept 
the*e pictures of the Indians many 
▼ears, and may lind them about the 
house yet. 
I had not thought of them 
Aor many, many years, for it is now 


jhearly fifty years ago, until I saw an 
article in the paper m entioning tho, 
,trip the Indians took East in 1837. 
I t 
brought to mind my trip, and I re­ 
member Keokuk well. 
The object of 
their visit was for treaty purposes, as 
I understood it, and they came back 
delighted. 
I saw in the paper that 
some one had also found a picture of 
Keokuk. 
I may yet find the one pre­ 
sented to me. —loica Slate Itegister.
